FALL ACTIVITIES IN THE MUSEUM 


n accordance with the policy adopted last winter, the Museum 
| will devote a part of its program to activities bearing directly 

on the war, and the rest to carrying on its regular educational 
work. It can best serve the public by making sure that its art 
treasures remain safe and at the same time effective for inspira- 
tion, study, and recreation; in short, as aids to morale. 

Many of the war activities mentioned by Mr. Milliken in- 
volve the educational staff, especially in scheduling and teach- 
ing the classes and groups that visit the exhibitions listed. An 
interesting program of forum discussions under Mr. Fox’s 
leadership is being planned for Wednesday evenings, on Cultural 
Backgrounds of the Warring Nations. School teachers and others 
have been calling for “background material” to aid in under- 
standing the world situation. This end will be served, not only 
by the forum series, but by Miss Horton’s course on Oriental 
Art Backgrounds and Mrs. Fairbanks’s on Understanding India. 
Mr. Fox’s Friday lecture on Camouflage, Mr. Wilcox’s on 
Uniforms, and five patriotic films from various United Nations 
are also related to the war. 

In another world of thought are the lectures on the Sever- 
ance art collection (recently come to the Museum), on prehis- 
toric life, on Colonial Charleston, on machine design, and on 
decorative textiles. Chamber music, travel films, organ recitals, 
sketch clubs, courses on aesthetics, art appreciation, theatre 
and garden art, will all provide refreshing contrast for the 
strains of wartime living. Service men will be admitted free to 
all events. 

For our children, psychologists and parents agree, too anxious 
concern over wars and horrors is not desirable. It will be their 
job to remake the world; it is to be hoped in a more kindly, sane 
and beautiful pattern than the old one. Wholesome Saturday 
afternoon entertainments; a chance to draw, read, and look at 
pictures on Sunday afternoons in the Junior Museum; Saturday 
classes in drawing, painting and modeling, cartoon and costume 
illustration; weekday school visits to the galleries; a steady flow 
of circulating exhibits to the schools—these contributions to 
the health and happiness of Cleveland’s youth will go on as 
usual.

Classes for Members’ Children 


SATURDAY MORNINGS FROM OCTOBER I7, 1942 THROUGH MAY I, 1943 


Instruction in drawing, painting, modeling, and art appreciation, in Museum 
studios and galleries. Occasional stories and music for illustration and compar- 
ison; special auditorium programs. Games for younger children. Aims: general 
cultural development and enjoyment for all; fundamentals for the few pros- 
pective artists. 

Classes are divided according to age levels from six to sixteen, and meet 
from 9.30 until noon. Parents may attend lectures at the same time (see adult 
courses). Special arrangements for lunches may be made for those who wish 
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to stay for the 2 o’clock auditorium program. Early registration recommended 
(if possible before October 10) at Membership Department, any time except 
Saturday afternoons and Sundays. 


Cartoon and Costume Club
